The  Council  are  progressing  with  preparations 
to  lay  a  new  trunk  main  from  Peterborough  and  to 
increase  the  storage  capacity  at  the  reservoir. 


CARAVANS 


There  are  16  licences  issued  under  the 
Caravan  Act  for  single  sites  and  one  multiple 
site.  These  sites  have  been  satisfactory  and  are 
of  a  good  standard. 

The  County  Planning  Authority  are  taking 
action  to  close  two  unsatisfactory  multiple 
sites  which  have  deemed  planning  permission.

•SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Lost  of  the  town  area  and  uhs  villages  of  Coates 
and  Eastrea  are  sewered.  Because  of  the  flatness  of 
the  area  this  sewering  relies  on  five  pumping  stations. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  bad  conditions  arising 
from  overflowing  septic  tanks  in  part  of  Snoots  Road 
which  have  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  still 
exist.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were 
engaged  to  carry  out  the  necessary  survey  and  to  take 
action  to  carry  out  roadworks  including  the  provision 
of  a  sewer  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  which 
will  remedy  these  conditions.  Work  was  suspended 
following  receipt  of  Circular  No0  62/65  from  the 
Ministry  of  Rousing  and  Local  Government  which 
requested  that  such  works  be  held  over. 


NIGHT SOIL  COLLECTION 


The  Council  employs  a  Contractor  to  empty  pails, 
vaults  and  cesspools  at  properties  which  cannot  be 
connected  to  the  sewer.  The  Contract  in  1965  covered 
167  pails  which  were  emptied  three  times  in  every 
fortnight.  Septic  tanks  and  vaults  are  emptied  free 
on  request  once  in  any  period  of  six  months.  The 
unsatisfactory  tanks  in  Snoots  Road  are  emptied  more 
frequently  to  try  to  avoid  ovei flowing*  More  houses 
are  becoming  modernised  and  the  number  of  pails  and 
vaults  is  decreasing  in  consequence. 

There  have  been  fewer  complaints  of  delays  in 
this  service,  the  Contractor  has  mainly  emptied 
appliances  within  the  time  allowed  him.  Unfortunately 
a  request  for  emptying  a  septic  tank  is  often  not 
received  until  it  is  overflowing  and  there  must 
inevitably  be  a  delay  before  the  Contractor  can  get 
around  to  emptying  it*

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  and 
two  vehicles  are  used*  The  town  area  is  collected 
weekly  by  a  Shelvoke  &  Drev/ry  16/18  cu»ydc  vehicle 
with  compressor  which  is  driven  by  the  foreman  and 
has  four  loaders 0  The  outside  areas  are  collected 
by  a  Shelvoke  &  Ltrewry  16/18  cu,yd.  vehicle  which 
has  a  driver  and  one  loader.  Built  up  areas  are 
collected  weekly  and  more  isolated  dwellings  have  a 
three  weekly  c  ollection0 

Routine  servicing  and  washing  of  the  ve  hides 
is  done  by  the  drivers.  Repairs  are  carried  out  by 
local  garages. 


Despite  the  fact  that  as  more  houses  are  being 
built  and  the  weekly  lead  increases  only  a  few 
complaints  are  received  about  this  service*  These 


all  arise  from  late  collections  caused  bTy  Bank 
Holidays  or  long  spells  of  bad  weather.  The  foreman 
and  staff  continue  to  give  a  most  satisfactory 
service }  it  is  by  their  efforts  that  the  collection 
runs  smoothly  and  pleasantly. 


Altogether  159,175  refuse  bin  collections  were 
made  in  the  year,  together  with  trade  refuse 
c  ollected  weekly  from  38  premises ,  this  resulted  in 
1073  journeys  to  the  refuse  tip.
